TH E GOVERNOR'S VERACITY QUESTIONED. 


Gov. H ill's Kingston speech is being handled 
w ithout gloves by the Metrojx)litan press. The 
N ew York Press accuses him of “ peddling 
falsehoods.” 
It finds several of these in his 
effort. 
For instance, it was not the truth 
th at “ the Democrat}' of the stale heartily 
endorsed the nominees of the Syracuse con­ 
vention." 
Only one of them was thus en­ 
dorsed. 
It was not true that “ in renom inat­ 
ing W emple and Tabor the convention fol­ 
lowed precedent." Only one Comptroller has 
Leld two terms since 1H75, and only one A t­ 
torney General since 1871. 
It was not true 
that “ the Republicans tried to frighten him 
Jrom his purpose to have these officials re 
nom inated by connecting them with the ‘ceil-’ 
iug scandal’ so called.” He knew the Republi. 
cans fairly held their breath in fear lest the 
opposition to their nomination would run 
strong enough to defeat it. 
And it reminds 
the Governor 
that 
the 
ceiling scaudal 
w as not merely a scandal “ so called ” but a 
Teal one. 
It was not true that the connec­ 
tion of Wemple and Tabor with the scandal 
“ has not been explained and is not suscepti­ 
ble of proof." 
Gov. Ilill knew when he 
m ade this assertion that the proof of their 
part in the fraud is continued in the printed 
evidence taken by two Legislative commit­ 
tees, 
while the explanation contained in 
printed statements by the officials themselves 
• Jstaioed the evidence taken in the investiga­ 
tion. 
T hus Tabor drew the contract by 
which $100,000 more than legitimate profits 
was taken from the state, and Tabor neg­ 
lected the instructions of the Legislative com 
m ittees to prosecute the conspirators until the 
ere of the Hill convention. 
Wemple allowed 
the same conspirators to draw $14,000 from 
the Treasury in excess of the amount they 
were entitled to uuder the contract.

proof of these facts has been before the peo­ 
ple for several months, and Gov. Hill is

state who has the hardihood to pretend ignor 
ance o f them.

T he job was put up by a Democratic con­ 
tractor in Albany named Snaitb, the Demo 
cratic Superintendent of Public Buildings 
named Andrews, the leader of the Demo­ 
cratic side of the Assembly named Sheehan, 
and Gov. Hill himself. 
“ The ceiling con­ 
tract was drawn by a Democrat, tljc superin 
lendcnce of the work was lodged with a 
Democrat, a Democrat and an Englishman 
belonging to neither party were the contrac­ 
tors, a Democratic Governor signed the bill, 
a Democratic inspector for the state was 
brought from Buffalo, a Democratic Comp­ 
troller allowed the contractor» to get away 
w ith thousands of dollars to which they were 
uot entitled under the law and the contract, 
and a grand jury of a Democratic county re­ 
fused to indict the conspirators when the evi­ 
dence was laid before them by a Democratic 
District Attorney under the initiative of a 
Democratic Attorney Genera!.''’ 
The Tribune takes up the Governor's as­ 


sertion that the charges agaiust Wemple and 
Tabor are baseless, an'*, quotes from the re­ 
port of the investigating committee, which 
report received the Democratic signatures 
of Assemblyman O'Neill, Martin and Greene, 
to show W emple’s responsibility. 
Here is 
the quotation that convicts the Comptroller : 


We are of the opinion th at the Controller of t be 
state is guilty of negligence in paying to the con­ 
tractor am ounts larg. ly in excess of th at to which 
he was entitled by the term s of his contract until 
the 
work

And 
while

the method under which bis work was done, he 
was not required accurately to determ ine the 
value of the work perform ed or m aterials furnished, 
he was clearly under obligations, as disbursing offi­ 
cer of the state, to know the am ount of money paid 
under the coutract, and is clearly charged with the 
duty of retaining in his hands, until its final account­ 
ing, 2 per cent of the com ract price. 
t his he failed 
to do, as there rem ains in his hands but $4u,428, in­ 
stead of $04,030, as required by the contract. 
This seems to dispose of Hill's effort to 
whitewash Wemple. As for Tabor, two Leg­ 
islative reports, one in February and the 
other in May, proved conclusively that the 
state had been robbed, and the later report 
instructed the Attorney General to commence 
proceedings against the contractors aud their 
bondsmen. 
He knew his duty in February 
—he certainly knew it in May—as well as he 
knows it in October. 
But be did not com­ 
mence the prosecution till the very eve of the 
convention from which he expected a nom­ 
ination. 
His neglect of this duty proves 
him unfit to be the Attorney General of the 
state. 
These reviews w ill be interesting to the 
few 
people 
of 
Kingston 
who 
listened 
to the Governor’s speech last 
Thursday 
night. 
We doubt whether he will repeat his 
statements elsewhere, 
lie came here last 
fall and spoke to an audience of liquor 
dealers and drunken men, aud rode in a pro­ 
cession of beer barrels. 
In a place that turns 
out such listeners he might feel justified in 
assuming that any sort of roorback would go 
down. 
But if telling stum p whoppers were 
a felony, and the Governor were put on ttial 
for the same before an Ulster county jury, 
be would tie seriously in danger of convic­ 
tion in the tirsl decree. 


JONES’S SPEECH. 


The papers are having a great deal of fun 
with Jones’s speech at the 8} racuse conven­ 
tion. 
Poor Joues is catchiug it right and 
left, for lieing “ silly,” “ verbose," “ grand­ 
iloquent,” aud especially for his extraor­ 
dinary tribute to Gov. Hill. 
The Elm ira 
Advertiser calls it “absurd” and “ ridiculous,’> 
but thinks it fitted the occasion because it 
was “ an absurd task to defend an absurd 
party, and he fulfilled his absurd duty in an 
absurd speech.” 
We might quote several 
columns of similar comment from our ex­ 
changes if necessary. 
All are agteed that 
Jones outshone himself in his favorite role of 
buffoon. 
Rut now comes an Albany letter with the 
remarkable statement that Jones is not re­ 
sponsible for the extraordinary sentiments of 
the speech. 
We quote: “ Gov. Hill had the 
tone and the action of the convention so much 
at heart that in addition to framing its plat­ 
form and making its ticket lie wrote the pre­ 
siding officer’s speech. 
He forwarded it to 
Lieut. Gov. Jones with (he request that he 
make use of it instead of delivering one of 
his own composition.” 
The service was w ith­ 
out doubt purely confidential between the 
Governor and his Lieutenant. 
Joues could 
do nothing hut comply, for another Demo­ 
crat would have been named for chairman if 
he had sent this ridiculous speech hack to its 
author. 
Jones delivered it without pausing 
to study its peculiarities, and went home to 
find himself the laughing stock of all readers 
of the English language. 
Is it any wonder 
that he refused to retain 
the secret any 
longer, w’hen by disclosing it lie could acquit 
himself of the folly ? 
W ho can blame bim 
for telling the truth? 
Now let us see what the Governor wrote 
concerning himself. It is the most extraordi­ 
nary 
paragraph 
in 
this 
extraordinary 
speech : 


They defeated us na' tonally by the combination 
of bribe1 y, coercion aud falsehood, but when it 
eatne to a question of our own state affairs, a m a­ 
jority of the people were not to be bought, could not 
be bulldozed and were not to be deceived; for al­ 
ways in their view, wherever the conflict waged the 
fiercest, there rode a gallant knight who bore his 
banner far above the heads of the surging masses 
of com batants, on the one side of which were em ­ 
blazoned the arm s of the state of New-York, w ith 
the m otto * Excelsior 
on the reverse, the name 
of our ho' ored leader,beneath which was the legend 
“ I am a Democrat.’1 
The people remember this “ gallant knight,’ 
riding in the Centennial procession through 
the streets of New York last spring. 
He did 
not carry a banner then, but was busy with bolh 
hands and feet supporting himself upon his 
steed. 
When lie attempted to return a salute 
by lifting his lint, one ot the reins dropped 
from his hands, and as it was handed up to 
him the other drooped. The “ fiery charger, 
selected with due consideration for the Gov 
em or's inexperience, was led by two order 
lies, one on 
either side. 
“ Hill’s Ride, 
though not as thrilling as some war exploits 
on horseback, was worthy of a poem by Bu 
chanan Reed, or at least by R. J. Burdette 
It was as unique a tiling in its way as the 
speech of eulogy upon himself that lie sad 
(lied on Joues. 


ELECTION POSSIBILITIES IN 1802. 


The Brooklyn Eagle prints another in 
terestiog calculation of election possibilities 
in 1892. 
Following a table of the lale elec­ 
toral vote which shows a majority of 65 for 
Harrison, it adds the 13 votes to come from 
the four new states, making a total of 414 in 
the next electoral college. 
This makes 208 
necessary for ff choice. 
It then finds that, 
with the electoral votes ot 1888 unchanged 
in other states, and all the new states voting 
Republican, 
the Republicans can elect a 
President by % majority without the help of 
New-York. 
Should Montana will) jts four 
electoral volts go Democratic, the Electoral 
College would be tied, and the Presidential 
election would go to the House of Rep­ 
resentatives which is to be elected in 1890. 
By this calculation New York ceases to be a 
pivotal state, and the cIioígh rnqst go to the 
party that carries Indiana. 
If this situation 
should continue till 1892, it would probably 
assure the reootninatinp of Harrison. 
But another consideration enters into the 
calculation. 
The census is to be taken in 
J890, and the tables of population will be 
ready for tfie present Congress to use for the 
purpose of a new sppnniQBinenf t]t jf* last or 
short session, beginning in December, 1898, 
and ending in March, 1891. 
The fifty-second 
Congress will then have been elected, aud if 
its complexion should be such as to make a 
Democratic apportionment possible, the bill 
will be hurried through before adjournment. 
The most serious thing that the Republican 
party would have to apprehend from a Demo­ 
cratic apportionment is the reduction of (he 
delegations in New York, Indiana, Missouri, 
and tdber doubtful states, thus probably 
necessitating the ejection of the entire delega­ 
tions In those states on a sjngia ticket, a 
scheme that would he abetted by the Demo­ 
cratic Governors in office by the use of the 
veto power upon state apportionment bjjls |f j 
necessary. 
Thus, if the New York delega- I 


tion were reduced to 33 by the fifty-second 
Congress in its first session, beginning in De­ 
cember, 
1891, 
the 
Legislature 
elected ¡ 
in 
the 
fall 
of 
the 
same 
year 
would undoubtedly district the state in time 
for the election in 1892. 
But if the successor 
of Gov. Hill should lie a Democrat he would 
veto this bill, and throw the election of 38 
Congressmen back upon the slate at large 
along with the electors. 
This would cause 
the most im portant and exciting contest ever 
known in this state 
All such possibilities of evil can be avoided 
by the passage of au apportionment bill by 
the present Congress. This will enable every 
Legislature to redistrict its state in time for 
the election in 1892. 
And we predict that 
the membership of Congress will be enlarged 
sufficiently to allow New York and the other 
great and controlling states of the East to re­ 
tain their present representation. 
T he in­ 
crease will go to the West, the Pacific Coast 
and Texas.

really supposes that 
the lim it has been 


reached. 
I he question people are a sking is 
what will be done next to improve the ships? 
It is just aliout 10 yea rs since the A la ska 
cam e clea ving through the water at a rate 
that lowered the record for Sandy Hook pas 
» .ices from above to below seven days, 
Dur 
ing ihe time that has passed since it earned 
a grand reputation eight new Liverpool liners 
have Ixen built and put in com m ission to 
break the record, and ali but one, the Aura- 
nia. proved wonderful ships. 
Of the rest 
Oregon, the Am erica , the Umbria, and 
Etruria were built w ithout any radica’ 
departure from the type of which the Ala ska 
had beeu Lie queen in its day. 
They were 
big, sharp ships, with bigger and siouter 
both is and bigger and more powerful en ­ 
gines than the Alaska had. 
They all had a 
sing le propeller at the stern to'drive them. 
1 hey were all good six d a y Ixiats. 
They 
were all eleg a ntly furnished, and us eacli one 
came out and made a sw ift passage, the 
sm iling agent charged and oisilv obtained 
Not) for a trip in the choicest of the state 
rooms. 
In the Etruria, with a record that lacked 
I t h a n tw o hours o f the live-day lim it, it 
hec.ime apparent that *tlie utmost speed at 
¡tunable from ft sing le screw had been reached. 
No practical packet ship could do betier with 
one screw, because it w ould not be possible 
to load a sing le screw 
with enough more 
power to increase its speed. 
In the City of 
New-York a radical departure was made by 
using twin screws. 
T he City of New-York 
has not yet beaten the Etruria, hut its sister 
ship, the ( ity o f I’aris, lias done so beyond 
the possibility of ca vil. 
It has crossed the 
A tla ntic at 20 knots an 
hour from port to 
port. 
It has taken 10 yea rs of labor in de­ 
sig ning ships to lower the record of 2,« 00 
knots by 20 hours. 
It was not w holly due to twin screws that 
the record was brought below six days. There 
have been im provem ents in engines as well. 
These im provem ents consist in triple expa n­ 
sion, instead of double, in the expa nding of 
the steam tw ice instead of ouce. 
Eng ines of 
vastly greater power without the.enorm ous 
increase in 
size, 
which greater power on 
the old plan would ha ve demanded, were 
obtained. 
T he boilers in 
tho tire rooms 
were increased in siz.e and 
thickness of 
shell to increase the production of steam 
and withstand an increased pressure. 
En 
incera of middle age remember when the 
steam pressure in marine boilers ran from 10 
to 15 pounds to the square inch. 
N ow the 
pressure may be set dow n at lfiO pounds. 
The force exerted on the propellers has ruu 
up from 6,000-horse power to over 20,000 
The ships have increased som ewha t in size, 
and have been som ewha t improved in model, 
hut the increase in speed has come from such 
an adaptation of boilers, eng ines and screw 
propellers as w ill enable the new ship to kick 
a w a y the water about four tim es us hard as 
the old one did. 
But, as has happened ouce before in tho 
history of the Liverpool trade, the ships have 
reached tlje lim it of size, and they are once 
more chock full of m a chinery. 
It happened 
so when side-wheels wpte used instead of 
screws and when sing le instead o f compound 
eng ines were used, 
it is not possible to put 
more boilers or more eng ines into a ship like 
tha City of Paris than it now’ has 
N o more 
coal bunkers can be g ot into it, nor can more 
propellers be added astern. 
T he problem of 
yetting more speed ig a difficult one. 
It 
a m ounts to one of g etting more power w ith ­ 
out consum ing more coal or putting in more 
boilers. 
It is a question of econom y. 
More 
power w ill whirl the screws faster and so 
drive the ship faster. T he screws on the City 
o f Paris turn over about 80 tim es a minute; 
those on some torpedo boats 200 or 300 times. 
If a 6hip of the size of the City of Paris could 
turn its screws 200 tim es a minute, it would 
show an increased speed over the present 
queen by a wonderful difference. 
Of the naval architects whom a reporter 
consulted, W illia m C owles expressed the sen­ 
tim ent of all most concisely when he said : 
“ The next radical step in im proving the 
speed of the transatlantic steamers will be 
taken in the boiler room. 
We have been 
w orking all around the boiler room. 
Our 
eng ines are 25 years ahead of our boilers. W e 
must 
more power. 
W e canuot im prove 
the models." 
It is Ihe opinion o f Air. Cowles that to gei 
any further increase of power j" the Liver

T his sort of boiler has 
been adopted in harbor craft with success. 
The adoption in J yiverpooj packet* is likely 
to be the next step. 
The reason for this is that the water-tube 
system properly designed furnishes a boiler, 
capacity for ca pacity, o f about one-fourth the 
w eig ht of the ordinary boiler. Thus the marine 
boiler w eig hs about 70 pounds persquare foot 
of nesting surface.

In the Vatican a rchives 
aye preserved the docum ents of the civil tri­ 
bunal, contained chiefly in the Pontifical reg­ 
isters. 
From these sources the most illu stri­ 
ous antiquarians of this century, A ng elo Mai, 
M. Marini, A ug ust Theiner aud Luig i T osti, 
have drawn much inform ation of the g rea test 
value. 
Theiner and T osli, by specia l per­

The announcement that two new keels for 
ships to beat tbe record’between Sandy Hook 
anil Queenstown were to be laid down in the 
Clyde next season 1ms set the nautical sharps 
of New-York a-specuiating on what points 
in the construction of the ships efforts for 
improvement will be matte by the designers. 
A casual look at a modern snip and a consid­ 
eration of the speed obtained by the queen of 
them all will make most people believe that 
the new twin screw ships are about as near 
pnfeetion as possible now, and yet no one 
really supposes that 
the limit has been 
reached. 
The question people are asking is 
what will be done next to improve the ships? 
It is just atiout 10 years since the Alaska 
came cleaving through the water at a rate 
that lowered the record for Sandy Hook pas 
s i ¡cea from above to below seven days. D ur­ 
ing I he time that lias passed since it earned 
a grand reputation eight new Liverpool liners 
have bien built and put in commission to 
break the record, and all Itut one, the Aura- 
uia, proved wonderful ships. 
O f the rest, 
the Oregon, the America, the Um bria, and 
the Elruria were built without any radica’, 
departure fiom the type of which the Alaska 
had been the queen in its day. 
They were 
Lug. sharp ships, with bigger and siouter 
LioiJers aud bigger and more powerful en­ 
gines tlian the Alaska had. 
They all had a 
single propeller at the stern to drive them. 
They were all good six-day boats. 
They 
were all elegantly furnished, and as each one 
came out gnd made a swift pas-age, the 
smiling agent charged aud easily obtained 
N500 for a trip in the choicest of the state 
rooms. 
Iu the Etruria, with a record that lacked 
i“ss than two hours of the five-day limit, it 
became apparent that *llie utm ost speed at 
tamable from a single screw had been reached. 
No practical packet ship could do better with 
one screw, («.cause it would not be possible 
to load a single screw with enough more 
power to increase its speed. 
In the City of 
New-York a radical departure was made by 
using twin screws. 
The City of New-York 
has not yet beaten the Etruria, but its sister 
ship, tin* City of Paris, has done so beyond 
the possibility of cavil. 
It lias crossed the 
Atlantic at 20 knots an hour from port to 
port. 
It lias taken 10 years of labor in de­ 
signing ships to lower the record of 2,b00 
knots liy 20 hours. 
It was not w holly due to twin screws that 
the record was brought below six days. There 
have been improvements in engines as well. 
These improvements consist in triple expan­ 
sion, instead of double, in the expanding of 
the steam twice instead of ouce. 
Engines of 
vastly greater power without the.enormous 
increase in size, which greater power on 
the old plan would have demanded, were 
obtained. 
The boilers in the tire rooms 
were increased in size and 
thickness of 
shell to increase the production of steam 
and withstand an increased pressure. 
E n­ 
gineers of middle age remember when the 
steam pressure in marine boilers ran from 10 
to 15 pounds to the square inch. 
Now the 
pressure may be set down at 100 pounds. 
The force exerted on the propellers has rim 
up from 6.000-horse power to over 20,000. 
The ships have increased somewhat in size, 
and have been somewhat improved in model, 
but the increase in speed lias come from such 
an adaptation of boilers, engines and screw 
propellers as will enable the new ship to kick 
away the water about four times as bard as 
the old one did. 
But, as lias happened once before In the 
history of the Liverpool trade, the ships have 
reached the limit of size, and they are once 
more chock full of machinery. 
It happened 
so when side-wheels we re used instead of 
screws aud when single instead of compound 
engines were used. 
It is not possible to put 
more boilers or more engines into a ship like 
tho City of Patis than it now has 
No more 
coal bunkers can be got into it, nor can more 
ptopelh rs be added astern. 
The problem of 
getting more spet-d is a difficult one. 
It 
amounts to one of getting more power w ith­ 
out consuming more coal or putting in more 
boilers. 
It is a question of economy. 
More 
power will whirl the screws faster and so 
drive the ship faster. The screws on the City 
of Paris turn over about 80 times a minute; 
those on some torpedo boats 200 or 300 times. 
If a ship of the size of ttio City of Paris could 
turn its screws 200 times a minute, it would 
show an increased speed over ti>e present 
queen by a wonderful difference. 
Of tbe naval architects whom a reporter 
consulted, William Cowles expressed the sen­ 
timent of all most concisely when he said : 
•‘The next radical step in im proving the 
speed of the transatlantic steamers will be 
taken in the boiler room. 
We have been 
working all around the boiler room. 
Our 
engines are 25 years ahead of our boilers. We 
must gut more power. 
We canuot improve 
tbe models." 
It is the opinion of Mr. Cowles that to got 
any further increase of power in the Liver 
l«)ol packets the w ater tube boiler will have 
to take the place of the present style, 
Tbe boilers óf 
the 
present 
ships send 
their 
hot 
producís of combustion 
from 
the 
furnace 
through 
Dibits 
that 
are 
surrounded 
by 
wutcr. 
In 
thu 
yvater- 
tube boiler the water is contained inside of 
the tubes and tbe hot gases are around them. 
The idea is as old as that of twin screws, but 
it has never been adopted, partly because en­ 
gineers werg conservative and partly because 
there were serious defects in the water tubo 
boilers offered by engineers w ho were not 
conservative. 
F or instance, there was the 
difficulty of cleaning out the water tubes iu 
case they got scaled up, and the difficulty 
of taking out defective tubes when defects 
were 
developed. 
The 
value 
of 
the 
system has been apparent for years, hut 
while some o f these boilers would make 
steam furiously for a jyjiile, they were not 
durable. 
But within a year or £Q it has be­ 
come possible to get water-tube boilers tjiat 
were durable and easily accessible for repairs. 
The tubes can be removed eeoarately for re­ 
pairs, and there is no longer any danger from 
sediment or scale. 
This sort of boiler lias 
tieen adopted in harbor craft with success. 
The adoption in Liverpool packets Is likely 
to be the next step. 
The reason for this is that the water-tube 
system properly designed furnishes a boiler, 
capacity for capacity, of about one-fourth the 
weight of the ordinary boiler. Thus the marine 
boiler weighs about 70 pounds per square foot 
of heating surface. 
The water-tube boiler 
ruay »>e made at from 14 to 17 pounds. 
The 
economy in weight will legue the ship draw 
ing less water. 
A further economy Is m the 
fact that (lie meta! in the heating surface in 
the water tut*e boiler is from one-half to one 
fifth of the thicnocM of the heating surface 
of the ordinary boiler. 
Then, although toe 
qjeittJ js thinner, the pressure of tho steam 
may be higher because Lhe tubes are small in 
diameter, and A very much larger heating sur­ 
face is obtained for each square foot of grate 
surface. 
. 
In short, to avoid technicalities, It Is as­ 
serted that a ship could lie designed on the 
Hues of the City of Paris which would de­ 
velop 
one-third more 
power. 
One third 
more power would not make it a four-day 
ship but jt would increase its speed perhaps 
two knots an hour. 
It would bring the rec­ 
ord well below five days and a half at least, 
and at tbe same time decrease the consum p­ 
tion of coal. 
There is always the possibility of some 
thing new coming up. or at least the new de­ 
velopment of some old principle in steam­ 
ship transportations hut nothing radically 
new, like the placing of screw propellers in 
the bow as well as in tbe stern, will be 
adopted fo r the'A tlantic packets until such 
new system has been well tiled elsewhere. 
A Liverpool liuer costs a million *r more 
and no such sum as that will be invested 
in an experiment. 
Propellers in the bows 
arc working 
with great economy iu 
a 
few short distance ferries, bqt j[ will be a 
ong time before there will be an Americ*u 
ferry-boat with a propeller so located, 
T hat 


the bow propeller will come 25 years from 
now, however, is believed by many engineers, 
because tbe wheel so located is ur,question­ 
ably much more efficient than in the stern. 
Of tbe possibility of propelling a ship by 
some other method than the screw nothing 
need be said, because, while a good many in­ 
ventors are at work on the problem, they are 
accomplishing nothing.

M e n ta l P o w e rs of C rim in a ls . 
[From the Popular Science Monthly.] 
The bearing ot education on the character 
and reformation of criminals is discussed by 
Dr. Hamilton D. W ay in a paper on the phy­ 
sical and industrial trainiug of that class, 
which Is published by the Industrial Educa­ 
tion xVssociation. 
The author assumes that 
“ it is a mistake to suppose that the criminal 
is unturally bright. 
Moral failure and hluut- 
ed intellect, as a rule, go hand in hand. 
If 
bright, it is usually in a narrow line and self- 
repeating.” 
The 
crim inal’s 
malprac­ 
tice lias its origin in blunted or non-devel- 
oped nervous areas, and is indicative of 
wrong-headedness. 
W hatever m ay be said 
of the motives or incentives that led to crime, 
the fact remains that the head of the crimi­ 
nal is wrong. 
The time has gone by in which 
to argue that to educate the crim inal is to 
make him a more accomplished ami success­ 
ful scamp. 
“ It is through physical and 
mental training 
and their 
composite la­ 
bor that tho slumbering germs of 
m an­ 
hood are fructified, maturing under a firm 
and unrelaxing discipline.” 
The crim inal’s 
mind, “ while not diseased, is undeveloped 
or it may be abnormally developed in certain 
directions: the smartness resulting therefrom 
partaking of low cunning and centering 
abqu[ self, 
lie is deficient in stability and 
w jll power, and incapable of prolonged men­ 
tal effort and' application. 
His iutellect

The Rev Henry W. Sherwo o d, late o f 
Syracuse, who succeeds the Rev. A. K. Ful 
levas Pasto r o f the W urts-Street Baptist 
C hurch, will preach his first sermo n here to 
m o rro w mo rning. 
As the church o ver which 
he has been called to preside is o ne o f tbe 
leauiug religio us bo dies in this City, it may 
no t be o ut o f place to briefly allude to so me 
o f f,he mo st im po rtant events in its histo ry. 
The first mo vement to o rganize a separate 
Baptist Church in Ro ndo ut was made in the 
m o nth o f September, 1840, but no thing deli 
nitc was acco mplished until September, 1841 
when a frame church was erected o n what 
no w the co rner o f Unio n and Po st-streels, at 
a co st o f $1,850. The lo t was do nated by the 
Delaware & Hudso n Canal Co mpany. 
The 
church was dedicated o n No vember 28, 1841 
The building has since been used as a Jewish 
synago gue aud is still standing o n the lo t 
where first erected, altho ugh the entrance 
thereto has been changed. 
The church so ciety was o rganized and reg

The Rev Henry W . Sherwood, late of 
Syracuse, who succeeds the Rev. A. K. F ul­ 
ler as Pastor of the W urts-Street Baptist 
Church, will preach his first sermon here to­ 
morrow morning. 
As the church over which 
he has been called to preside is one of the 
leuuing religious liodies in this City, it may 
uot be out of place to briefly allude to some 
of ^he most important events in its history. 
The first movement to organize a separate 
Baptist Church in Rondout was made in the 
month of September, 1840, but nothing deli 
nite was accomplished until September, 1841, 
when a frame church was erected on what is 
now tbe corner of Union and Post-streets, at 
a cost of $1,350. The lot was donated by the 
Delaware & Hudson Canal Company. 
The 
church was dedicated on November 28, 1841. 
1 he building has since been used as a Jewish 
synagogue and is still standing on the lot 
where first erected, although the entrance 
thereto has been changed. 
The church society was organized and reg­ 
ularly constituted on February 7, 1842, with 
the following members: William B. Dodge, 
Asa Eaton, Jam es Cheeseboro, J. H. Pettit, 
Charles A. Raymond, William H. Lansing, 
II. S. Stiingham, Mrs. Rhoda A. Dodge,’ 
Mrs. William H. Lansing. Mrs. Perlina A. 
Eaton and Mrs. Eliza Ticheuor.

original 11 members none remain on the 
church rolls.
